SEDITION BILL 


TYDINGS-M’CORMICK AND

WASHINGTON, D.C, Keb. 
24-—At least two of the Hearst- 
inspired anti-labor bills, congress 
men admitted last week, are dead. 

Thev are the Tydings-McCor- 
mick “military disaffection” bill 
and - the Kramer “anti-sedition ” 
bill. Senator ‘Tydings withdrew 
support from his measure wien 
Secretary of War Dern indicated 
+ was not wanted by the Army. 

The Kramer Bill won a favor- 
able report from House Judiciary 
Committee by but one vote. Rep. 
Maury Maverick (D., Tex.) led 
the attack against the. measures 
Last week he declared: 

“Unless Congress goes abs 
lutely crazy these two bills are 
dead for this session. 

LIBERALS ROUSED 

“These measures have rous- 

ed American liberals as have 
ew measures in. the past. I 
know of only a handful of or- 
ganizations still demanding their 
passage.
